To his Excellency, J. H. BERRY, Governor of Arkansas: 

SIR: I have the honor to transmit herewith the reports 
of the Secretary, Principal and Physician of the Arkansas 
Deaf Mute Institute, for the past two years. 

The report of the Secretary calls for no comment on my 
part. It contains an accurate statement of the receipt and 
disbursement of the funds appropriated: at the last session 
of the General Assembly, for the maintenance and support 
of the Institute. Having been-compared with the books 
of the Treasurer, aud found to agree therewith, 1 have no 
doubt of its substantial correctness. 


RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE PRINCIPAL. 


< 


It will be seen from the Principal’s report that he 
makes certain recommendations 2 as to appropriations, for 
various useful purposes 
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1. ADDITIONAL LAND FOR GARDENING PURPOSES. 


The board has recently had an offer from the owner of 
the land adjoining our present garden, to sell twenty-nine 
acres of good land for the sum of. $2,500. The price is 
quite reasonable for land so near the city.. I recom- 
mend that said sum be set apart by the General Assembly 
for the purchase of said tract, or for the judicious purchase 
of land elsewhere. 


2. COMPLETION OF THE MAIN BUILDING, 


The present chapel and assembly room was construc- 
ted, as to its size, strength of walls and dimensions, in 
such a way as to be incorporated into and made a part of 
the contemplated three story main building. ` 

Our object has been, as heretofore expressed, to avoid 
encumbering the beautiful site of the Institute with the 
erection of small structures for temporary. use. -As a 
measure of utility and economy, the line of policy hereto- 
fore pursued commends itself strongly to the judgment of 
the board. We have deemed it best to use what funds the 
State has felt able to afford for building purposes, in such 
‘a way as to incur as little waste as possible. 

We are now confronted with the necessity of doing one 


"of two things. Hither to build something cheap and tem- 


porary for the accommodation of new pupils, or, by means 
of a suitable appropriation, to complete the main building. 
Money expended in the latter way is money used for a 
permanent and substantial object. Used in the former 
way, it is money practically wasted upon an expedient. 

I have been advised, after close and careful estimate, 
that $20,000 will be required for this item. 


3 AND 4. LAUNDRY MACHINE AND HEATING APPARATUS. 
^ As important as these items are, I think if the General 


Assembly will come to our aid in the completion of the

main building, we' could "manage to do without these for 
another two years, otherwise an appropriation of $700 for ` 
the laundry, and $800 for heating, would be the very least 
that ought to be made. n 


5. PRINTING OFFICE. 


If it were possible to arrange for at least a portion of the 
State printing to be done by the wards-of the State, at its 
own Institution, an appropriation .adequate to that end 
would have to be made. However, until that cherished 
hope is realized, I only ask for such a sum as is absolutely 
required to supply the materials and appliances for doub- 
ling the number of pupils who are waiting to be taught 
this useful trade. _, 

At least six huudred dollars is necessary for this pur- 
pose. _ 

6. REPAIRS. 


Under this head, in addition to the general keeping up. 
of the premises, are included the painting of_a large area 
of tin roofing, and the renewal and repair of all woodwork 
and fencing. | 

This would ordinarily require $500, for two years, with 
everything in a reasonable state of preservation. But, as 
will be seen from the report of the Principal, almost all 
the fencing at the Institute will have to be renewed. To 
do this will, as I am informed, require $600. Perhaps we 
can accomplish all that is necessary in the way of ordinary 
as well as extraordinary repairs for $1,000. | 


7. ASSISTANT MATRON, ETC. 


To comply with the recommendation of the Principal in 
this behalf, as well as to that of a nurse, and a teacher in 
sewing, it is only necessary for the board to be satisfied 
that the addition of such persons is “necessary to meet the 
requirements of the Institute.” They have full power to 
deal with the subject. 
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CONDERON OF THE STATE LAWS FOR THE MANAGEMENT OF THE 
INSTITUTE. 


Section 382 Gantt’s Digest provides that all provisions 
and supplies for the Institute shall be furnished on sealed 
proposals, and that the lowest reasonable bidder shall be 
awarded the contract for a year. This is what the section 
means, if it means anything. Although a feature of the 
law since 1868, it has never been observed or regarded. 
Its inforcement at first at a time when the means to pay 
for supplies could not be depended on with certainty was 
regarded as impracticable. And when the financial affairs 
of the Institute at length admitted of contracting for sup- 
plies by the year, the present plan of buying things as 
they were needed, and paying for them at the end of the 
month, had become so firmly established that it has not 
been changed. 

The attention of former Executives and ida res has 
been called to the intentional and undisguised disregard of 


this provision of tne law. For years it has remained a 


mockery upon the statute book, all the more so, from the 
mandatory character of its wording. If our disregard of 
this section is approved, it should be repealed. Or, if de- 
sired to be put into operation, amendment is absolutely 
essential to make the system practicable, and guard it 
ágainst abuse. 


QUALIFICATIONS OF PRINCIPAL, 


Section 371 Gantt's Digest provided that the Principal 


‘shall be “a teacher of knowledge, skill, and ability in his 


profession, and of experience in the management and in- 
struction of mutes.” 

It would seem that the language of this section is as 
mandatory and imperative as the one last referred to. It 
has been so considered by all boards previous to the 
present one. The present board, in doing what they no 
doubt thought was for the good of the Institute, disre- 


^ garded the precedent. 


They seleeted a Principal, against whom I urged no | 


objection save the entire want on his part of experience in 
the education of deaf-mutes.- This I regarded and still 
regard) as an essential disqualification. Contenting myself 
with a written protest, which was spread upon the records 
of the board; and conceding to my associates the utmost 
good faith in the course adopted by them, I have co-opera- 
ted with them in like good faith in "carrying out their 
policy. In doing so I have had at-least the satisfaction of 
knowing that what I regarded as a disqualification under 
the law, would become less so in fact, as time wore on. 

It often happens that the language of law admits of an 
honest difference of opinion as to its intent and meaning, 
and I call attention to the action of our board under sec- 
tion 871, in order that the Assembly, through your Excel- 
lency_may, if they deem it necessary, repeal or amend the 
provision in question. 


DIRECTORS OR TRUSTEES. 


The act of March 21, 1883, provided for-the appointment 
by the Governor of “five persons to be trustees for the Deaf 
Mute Institute.” ' 

Section 359 Gantt's Digest, provides for the appointment 
of “four directors”, who, with the State Treasurer then in 
office, shall comprisé the “board of directors” for the manage- 
ment of said Institute, consisting of five-in.all. 

Section 364 provides that the State Treasurer shall be 
ex officio Treasurer of the “board of directors.” 

The five “trustees”, nominated and confirmed under 
the new law, duly organized as a board. It was found 
that unless the State Treasurer could by a favorable inter- 
pretation of the. law, be corisidered an ex officio member 
of the board, and consequently its treasurer, we had no 
method provided by law for the custody and disburse- 
ment of the funds appropriated for the support of the In- 
stitute. 
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In this emergency, I advised that the State Treasurer 

- refuse to pay a certain warrant, drawn by me as president ' 
of the board, in payment of a claim duly allowed by the 
board. Upon such refusal I acted as the attornéy for the 
payee of the warrant, and by an'amicable proceeding in the 
nature of quo warranto, in the Circuit Court of Pulaski 
‘County, procured such an order from that court as justified 
the State Treasurer in paying the warrant. 

Since that time the State Treasurer has been as former- 
ly an efficient-member of our “board,” which has consisted 
of five “trustees” and one ex officio “ director”—six in all. 

- This anomalous condition of affairs can be easily reme- 
died by such a change in the law as will require the ap- 
pointment of four persons, who with the State -Treasurer 
shall constitute the board of directors for the management 
of the Institute. Orif weare authorized by the law as it 
now exists, and as acted on for the past two years, to con- 
sider the State Treasurer as ex officio a member of the 

u board, then the appointment of a fifth trustee or director 

would be unnecessary, and also inconsistent with the ex- 
pressed will of the Legislature that the Institute shall be 
governed by a board composed of “five persons." | 

It is greatly to be desired that the Deaf Mute Institute 
be governed, and the bounty of the State conferred upon 
‘its unfortunate children, be disbursed according to wise, 
wholesome, and unambiguous laws, and to that end I have 
takeu the liberty to refer to the provisions above mentioned.

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.. REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL. 


To the Honorable Board of Directors of the Arkansas Deaf 
Mute Institute : 


GENTLEMEN: It becomes my duty and privilege to sub- 
mit to you, herewith, the Eighth Biennial Report of the 
Arkansas Deaf Mute Institufe for the past two years. 

It is a source of gratification and pleasure to be able to 
report the Institute at this time in a flourishing condition, 
and to note continued progress in the work Kor which it 
was established, and is supported by the State—to fit and 
qualify its unfortunate wards for the id of useful and 
worthy citizenship. : 7 

Called by you to fill the place vacated by Prof. H. C. 
Hammond, who resigned in September, 1883, to accept a 
similar position in the Iowa Institute, I have found it nec- 
essary to make but few changes in the general system and 
management of so efficient an officer. To him, as well as 
to your own constant vigilance and anxiety in behalf of 
these unfortunate, silent ones, much praise is due for the 
rapid strides made by this Institution in the last six years. 
On all sides we note the result of vim and enterprise—the 
happy, joyous faces of the pupils, themselves, give unmis- 
takable evidence of their appreciation of your fatherly 
care, and the State’s liberal provision for their comfort and 
education. 

Deprived of the two most important senses, and thrown 
upon a cold and uncharitable world to shift for themselves, 
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how utterly helpless is the deaf mute without an educa- 
tion or a trade. If so large a percentage of nature’s gifted 
sons and daughters, with all the senses perfect, be scarcely 
able to earn a livelihood, where shall the deaf-mute stand 
who can neither hear nor talk, with no education, no trade, 
no intelligible way, indeed, of making his wants and 


wishes known, save by gesture, a foreign language with ` 
which the average man of the world has but little patience? - 
Unfortunate at best, how doubly so without the inestima- . 


ble boon here provided by a magnanimous State. 
CHANGES. 


We note the following changes in the faculty since the 


last report: Mrs. A. O. Whitcomb, of class No. 2, re- 


signed in December, 1883, to accept a more lucrative posi- 
tion in the Colorado Institute. This vacaney was promptly 


filled by the transfer of Miss M. C. Sutton. to her room 


and the appointment by you of Mrs. B. H. Littlepage to 


the vacancy thus created. Prof. John W. Michaels, late 


of the Virginia Institute, Staunton, a most successful 
teacher of many years’ experience, fills now with great 
credit and satisfaction the position of teacher of class 
No. 1, and chaplain, held until June last, by Mr. Moseley. 
Mrs. F. H. Veitch, late of the Maryland Institute, with 


seven years’ experience, now renders efficient service as 


articulation teacher, in lieu of Miss Griffin, the former 
teacher. | 

These are regarded as valued additions to our corps of 
teachers, which is again full, while all the offices of every 
department are, we trust, properly and efficiently filled. 


SANITARY CONDITION. 


The general health of all pupils, officers. teachers and 
employés, has, on the whole, we are happy to say, been 


most excellent. An epidemic of mumps visited us last 


fall, capturing about thirty, but did no material damage, 


ei i 

except to interrupt for a season the regular order of busi- 
‘ness. The usual malarial attacks of the fall season have 
caused us some trouble and inconvenience, but there have 
been so far no serious results. This completes six con- 
secutive years without a death at this Institute. Truly 
we have cause to, and do render hearty thanks for this. 
merciful dispensation of a kind Providence. 

Our- sanitary condition is unsurpassed. : The cisterns 
were all thoroughly renovated. and purified during 
vaeation, and are beginning to furnish us again au abun- 
dance of pure and healthful water, though we were 
forced to the well for a short while during the continued 
drouth this fall. - 

For further particulars, see report of our physician,. 
Dr. J. A. Dibrell, whose care, skill and faithful atten- 
tion have won for him the esteem and confidence of. all. 


ATTENDANCE. 


During the period covered by this report there have 
been ninety-four pupils in attendance—males fifty-one, 
females forty-three; as evidenced by accompanying cata- 
logue. (See Appendix, Exhibit A.) Representation by 
counties. (Exhibit B.) m 

The session of 1883 and 1884, closed the last Wednes- 
day in June, with.a public examination, at which the pu- 
pils did credit to both themselves and their instructors. 
Patrons and visitors present expressed themselves as highly 
pleased with the evidences -of progress. All, with a few 
exceptions, were then returned by rail, promptly and 
safely to their respective homes for vacation. Those 
remaining with us during the summer, by request, two of 
class No. 1, made themselves very useful assisting in re- 
pairs, garden work and the renovation of the premises. 


PRESENT SESSION. 


The present session opened promptly at the usual time 
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in October, the teachers and officers all being present. 
There are in attendance at this date, sixty-three pupils—. 
thirty-nine boys and twenty-seven girls—with twenty-five - 
applicants yet to arrive, nothing unforeseen preventing, 
before the first of January. So far, we are happy to chroni- 
cle no accident in transit to and from home. 


ACADEMIC DEPARTMENT. 


The methods pursued in this department are the same 
now as heretofore, except that the manual alphabet and 
the sign language have been supplemented by the intro- 
duction of the articulation method. 

The following is the order of classes, from the primary 
to the finishing course, and branches of instruction : 


Class No. 4.—Mrs. B. H. Littlepage, teacher, is com- , 
posed, at present, of seventeen members. 

Course of Study.—The alphabet, names of objects, their. 
qualities, the simpler verbs and other parts of speech, and 
simple sentences. š 


Class No. 3.—Miss 8. A. Harwood, teacher, is also com-. 
posed of seventeen members. 
Course of Study.—Description of familiar objects, primary 
ai primary arithmetic, primary reader, object les- 
, letter writing and penmanship. HEP 


Class No. 2.— Miss M. C. Sutton, teacher, is composed of 
thirteen members. i 

Course of Study.—Reading, arithmetic, geography, lan- 
guage lessons, drawing, letter writing and penmanship. 


Class No. 1.—J. W. Michaels, teacher, is composed of 
‘sixteen members. _ 

Course of Study.— Higher geography, practical'arithmetic, 
English grammar, history, familiar science, book-keeping, 
drawing, letter writing and penmanship. 


The Articulation Class, Miss F. H. Veitéh, teacher, is. 
composed at present of twenty-two members. (See Ex- 
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hibit C), and in this new departure is making rapid pro- 
gress. This is the second years’ instruction in this depart- 
ment, and the result is exceedingly. gratifying. Miss 
Veitch teaches by what is known as the German method, 
using as auxiliaries, hand mirrors, which will be supple- 
mented later, in some cases, with ear trumpets. , 

The Superintendent of the * St. J oseph’s Institute for 
the improved instruction of deaf mutes,” New York, in 
her last report, writes thus encouragingly of the Oral Sys- 
tem: “The progress of a class of little girls, now enter- 
ing on their third year of school life, attests sufficiently 
the excellence of. the oral system. * * * Much of the 


success of this system depends upon the age of the begin- 


ner. Children of six or seven years learn to imitate much. 


more readily than do those of. eleven or twelve, while the 
sounds produced are much more natural. It would seem 
that the years between.six and ten are the most favorable 
for the development of the faculties of observation and 
imitation, and as the mind is, at this period, most suscep- 
tible of impressions; and the memory is usually quick and 
retentive, the best results may be looked for from children 
who enter at the age of six.” Would it not be well, then, 
if the law of admission were so modified as to allow those 
capable of receiving material aid from instruction in this 
class, to enter at an earlier age than nine years. We find 
many pupils far brighter and more apt at seven and eight 
years, than others at ten or twelve, It occurs to me as 


highly proper to leave this matter of admission and age, . 


entirely to the judgment of the Principal, who should be 
guided: by the pupil’s capacity, after, say, seven years, 
rather than by age, nine years remaining still the age for 
general admission, while special cases, under, will ‘be left 
‘to the Principal’s discretion, and determined by the pupil's 
condition. | 

In addition ‘to the academic course, lectures on moral 
and religious topics are delivered in the chapel every 
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morning, Saturdays excepted, aud on the Sabbath a lecture 
by the Chaplain from 9 to 10 a. m., Bible class from-11 to 


. 12, and Sabbath School from 3 to 4 p. m. -

^ LIBRARY AND READING ROOM. 


Our library, outside of reference books and works on 
the rise and progress of deaf-mute education, is yet in its 
infancy. A small appropriation in this direction, to estab- 


, lish a library of such books as are adapted to the capacity 


of this class of children, would not be amiss, since it is 
undoubtedly the State's object to provide for the greatest. 
amount of knowledge in a given time. 

To supply in à measure this deficiency I have provided 
» for their benefit a reading room, where we endeavor to 
keep constantly on file all of our Optie exchanges, both 
| dailies and weeklies, amounting in all to seventy-five or 
 eighty newspapers and periodicals, and grant them free

| access to this room whenever they can find a suitable leis- 
. ure hour. I 
Only the more advanced pupils, of course, can be the 
recipients of the advantages thus offered, but it helps this 
- far, and seems to be fully appreciated. 


INDUSTRIAL DEPARTMENT. 


Trades— Printing Office.— his office is in successful ope- 
ration, and we continue to issue weekly, our eight paged 
paper—“ The Deaf-Mute Optic.” But its facilities should — 
be largely increased. Many, this session, are applying for . 
cases which can not be granted, as we have room at pres: . 
ent for only twelve typos. There should be accommoda- | 
tions for at least twenty. or more, for this is regarded as by | 
far one of the most valuable auxiliaries to school-room - 
work, and, ultimately, an accurate and thorough acquaint- 
ance with the English language in all its varied bearings— | 
the goal to which they are destined, the crowning act of all | 
our labors. | l - - 
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At present our r facilities enable us to teach only plain 
coniposition. We should be prepared to instruet in all 
branches of the trade. 

With a suitable supply of material much of the State ` 
printing could be done. Some of the States have already 
adopted this plan, and found it to work admirably—e. g. 
our neighbor Texas speaks thus through the last superin- 
tendent of her “ Deaf and Dumb Asylum :” 

“The work done for the State at the printing office, is 
reported by State Printer Moore as follows:

“ This showing is quite favorable. The printing done is 
equal in every respect to that performed elsewhere. It 
is very advantageous to learners to assist in doing first- | 
class work.” (See Appendix, Exhibit.D, fortist of pupils 
under instruction since last report.) | 

The first pupil named therein, C. P. Coker, though atthe 
trade only twenty months, has, on several occasions, in the 
temporary absence of the Instructor, creditably discharged 
the duties of said officer, and brought forth “ The Optic "all 
O. K. 

We have the satisfaction also of knowing that some of 
our former members of ‘The Optic force, whose time here 
has expired, are now industriously at work at their trade 
in lucrative positions. One on the Fort Smith Elevator, 
one on the' Fayetteville- Democrat, and another on the 
Arkansas City Journal. This demonstrates beyond all 
question that the deaf-mute possesses intellectual ability 
quite equal to that of his more fortunate fellow-man, and 
is as capable of mental culture and development when 
thrown in contact with the world. 
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SHOE SHOP. 


The boys at this trade, besides making and. repairing 
nearly all the boots and shoes worn by the pupils, furnish 
much outside work, which goes far toward defraying the 
necessary expenses of the shop. 

These trades constitute a most important part of our 
work, but I find it very essential that pupils be impressed 
with the necessity of being thorough in whatever trade 
they adopt. If a master of his trade, the fact of being a 
deaf-mute will not debar one from procuring justas much 
for his work as a speaking and hearing person with the 
same qualifications. Mr. Lamb is a very faithful instructor, 
always on time and up with his duties. (See Appendix, 
Exhibit E, for list of pupils in this department.) 


DOMESTIC DEPARTMENT. 


The girls are taught printing, sewing and general house- 
“work as heretofore, which latter is mostly: done by them. 
While those boys who are too young orbackward for print- 
ing, and not wishing to learn the shoemaker’s trade, are. 
kept industriously at work wherever their time can be 
the most advantageously employed, as a slight compensa- 
tion for the many advantages offered by the State.

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` IMPROVEMENTS SINCE LAST REPORT. 


The appropriation by the last Legislature for- water 
works, machinery, etc., has been judiciously expended. - 
The water works contemplated are now complete and in - 
successful operation, accomplished by the erection of a 
tank with a capacity of one hundred barrels, properly. 
connected by pipes, etc., with the steam pumps, thence with 
the cisterns and well, and thus an abundance of water is 
furnished by pipes to the laundry, kitchen, dining-room, 
bath-rooms, water closets and also to the stable for stock. 
This easy supply of water is a great convenience, not here- 
totore enjoyed, ard has done away with much worry, vexa- 
tion and needless expense, besides increasing the facilities 
for that most necessary auxiliary to health—frequent bath- 
ing. Ú 

An eight horse-power engine is now in operation, pump- 
ing water from the cisterns into the tank, and running at 
the same time the printing press. It is also designed to 
furnish power, some day, to the laundry,-whenever the 
appropriation will justify the purchase of the machine. 
The boiler, much larger than at present needed, was pur- 
chased with an eye to the near future, when it should be 
called into requisition to furnish heat for the buildings, 
when the appropriation shall justify a heating apparatus. 

A large, commodious-and much needed stable has been . 
erected, and also, this fall, a most exeellent potato-house, 
with a -capacity for from six hundred to one thousand 
bushels. This, latter, with its double walls, is so constructed 
as to maintain a uniform temperature of 60° Fahr., and 
proves to be a complete- success, preserving both vegeta- 
bles and fruit pure and sound. 


| . GARDEN. 
Our immense garden has been a source of much pleasure 
and profit, the season just passed, furnishing a supply of 
vegetables during the spring and summer far exceeding 
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the demand, while we still have in-store for winter use, over 
two hundred bushels of superior sweet potatoes, besides 
about one hundred dollars worth of seed. 

The February rise carried away about five acres of this 
‘splendid land ; again in the spring more was taken off, 
till now there is left barely fifty per cent. of the original 


purchase. To protect it from these ravages seems impos- 


sible, and it would be wise in future purchases to look 
well to the location and disadvantages, lest the next land 
share the same fate. Š 


CONDITION OF GROUNDS, BUILDINGS, ETO.

Since the vacation work of renovating, whitewashing, 
etc., the premises have a neat and attractive appearance. 
By the introduction of water works, which now enables 
us to protect plants and shrubbery through the long, dry 
‘summer mouths, the grounds may be improved and beau- 
tified to a wonderful extent. 
x Everything is in thorough repair, except the outer fence 
between us and the Insane Asylum. This is in quite a 
‘dilapidated condition, and needs immediate attention. 
The main buildings, roofs included, should have a coat of 
“paint at an early day, say not later than next vacation. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


One of the first and most pressing demands is for more 
land. This Institute could work to profit and advantage 
at least one hundred acres.

Second. The completion of the designed three story. 
central brick building, in contemplation for several years 
past, intended to connect, by means of corridors, the north 
and south wings, is a matter demanding your attention, 
and calls for an adequate appropriation, looking to its 
early completion, as the crowded condition of the dormi- 
tories at this time demands more room. —Its completion 
will also furnish much needed room in other directions. 
The building, at this time, is only one-sixth finished, 
and the one large hall completed is used as a chapel and 
general assembly room. 

^ Third. The appropriation by the last Done was 
exhausted before reaching the laundry machine, and pro- 
vision for this dd is still a matter for your con- 
sideration, | 

Fourth. I would call your attention to-the propriety of 
providing a heating apparatus as a source of economy, 
comfort and health to the pupils, as nothing, perhaps, is 
more conducive to health, with such a variety of constitu- 
tions, as a uniform temperature throughout the buildings, 
from attie to cellar. 

Fifth. In the printing office we need more extended 
accommodations and material,on aecount of the steady 
increase of applicants for that trade—the best of all, per- 
haps,for the deaf-mute. We have now cases for but 
twelve. I would recommend facilities: for at least ten 
more,-at the earliest possible day, and a further provision 
for all the necessary additional material for all classes of 
work pertaining to the trade. š I 

Sixth. In place of the present wornout outer fence 
around the premises, I would respectfully present for your 
consideration the durability and ultimate economy of a 
substantial barbed wire fence, with bois d’are posts, to in- 
close all the land belonging to this Institute. Such a fence, 
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though amounting to more than plank, in the first cost, 
will be true economy in the end, and will do away with 
any further consideration in this direction, for, perhaps, 
forty years. -Such is said to bethe age of posts of theabove 
named material, standing now, perfectly sound, around the

REPORT OF-THE PHYSICIAN. 
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Lrrrie Rock, ARK., October 1, 1884, 
Hon. Gro. E. Dopeg, President Board Directors. Arkansas 
| Deaf Mute Institute: 

Str: I have the honor to submit herewith, briefly, my 
report as physician to the Arkansas Deaf Mute Institute, 
for the two years ending Septémber 30, 1884. 

During this period of time Mere have been no deaths at 
the Institute. 

The experience of the attending physician during the 
past two years has been quite similar to that of former 
years. The same class and character of diseases have been 
met with, and the cause of sickness has been the same.. 
During the summer vacation the pupils visit their homes. 
in various parts of the State, return to the Institution in 
| the fall with their systems saturated with malaria, and a 
long siege of malarial fever, intermittent, remmittent and 
typho-malarial, is the result. In the months of January, 
February, March and April diseases of the respiratory 
organs are common, chiefly- bronchitis and pneumonia. 

The hygiene i is quite good. No diseases have occurred 
that could be attributed to defective sanitation. The dor- 
mitories, however, are not large enough to accommodate 
the’ pupils without some over-crowding, and as the num- 
ber of pupils will, during the next school term, become: 
considerably augmented, the erection of new and more 


commodious sleeping apartments becomes a matter of ` 


necessity. The duties of the Matron are too onerous. 
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They are more than the physical endurance of one person 


can withstand. I suggest, therefore, the permanent em- . 


ployment of an Assistant Matron or professional nurse, who 


shall divide the labor and responsibility.

In the treatment of the sick I have, at all times, had the 
full eo-operation of the Principal and Matron, and all 
orders and directions made in connection therewith have 


been faithfully carried out.
